From a relatively minor position 
only 25 years ‘ago, says an article in 
the current issue of the Canadian Na- 
tional Magazine, Canadian mine pro- 
duction and export of mine products 
have risen to the place where Canada 
how ranks as one of the principal 
sources of supply for many of the 
most important minerals of present- 
day industry. 

Practically every province of Can- 
ada has a part in the Dominion’s 
great mineral production. Three pro- 
vinces, however, Ontario, British Col- 
umbia and Quebec, contribute 80 per 
cent of the total, or 90 per cent of 
the metal production. Two other 
provinces, Nova Scotia and Alberta, 
are responsible for 75 per éent of the 
fuel production. Seventy-five per 
cent of the non-metallic production 
other than fuel is from Ontario and

The Prevention of Sleeping 
.  Siekness In Horses 


Equine Encephalomyelitis or sleep- 
ing sickness in horses, is one of the 
most serious horse diseases that has 
ever appeared in Western Canada. 
The Province of Alberta was fortun- 
ate in escaping this disease until the 
summer of 1988, although outbreaks 
had occurred in Manitoba and Sask- 
atchewan in previous years and had 
assumed serious proportions during 
1987 and 1938. Alberta has, there- 
fore, the benefit of the experience 
gained in combatting the disease in 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan. 


Should the disease occur in Alber- 
ta this year anid follow the course it 
re virulent 
more wide-spread than it was during 
the past season when it occurred in 
more or less restritted areas. 
For these reasons it is essential 
that farmers and horsemen acquire 
all the information they can regard- 


- Meecination has been found to be 
the most effective method of control. 
Experiments conducted in Canada and 
the United States uphold this state- 
ment. The administration of vaccine, 
however, is a preventive, not a cure, 
and vaccination to be effective must 
be done BEFORE the disease is con- 
tracted. 

The first entirely satisfactory vac- 
cine was developed for use on a large 
scale in 1988. It is known as “Chick” 
vaccine and large quantities of it are 
now available in the prairie provinces 
under a co-operative arrangement be- 
tween the governments of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, and the 
manufacturers—the Lederle Labora- 
tories in New York, and Cutters Lab- 
oratory in Berkely, California. 

Therefore, there is at our disposal 
a positive means of preventing an out- 
break of this disease on a large scale. 
The price of the vaccine, incduding 
the cost of administration, will not 
exceed one dollar per horse. There- 
fore, it ought to be possible for the 
majority of the farmers in ‘Alberta to 
vaccinate most of their horses. Vac- 
cine properly administered assures 
protection for a period of six months. 
Two doses must be given, from seven 
to 14 days apart, during the month

With every evidence in support of the statement there appears to be 
good ground for the belief that the long era of drought wlth has spelled 
disaster for the prairie provinces during the past decade is now a thing 
of the past and that farmers and businessmen have reasonable hope in look- 
ing forward to a series of a period of years of sufficient if not plentiful 
moisture. 

Assuming this to be true it is not unreasonable to suppose that most 
farmers are laying plans involving a definite agricultural production policy 
which they hope to be able to follow for the next few ‘years, in much the | 
same way as the business man has to do, if he is to be assured of some de- 
gree of success in his ventures. 

With agriculture, as in the commercial world, any long range policies 
which may be laid down for future guidance must. necessarily be elastic to 
take care of unforeseen circumstances which may arise, to. provide for 
emergencies which had not been thought of and to meet changing condi- 
tions which are ever present and frequently cropping up in a world which 
is subject to frequent changes, even violent ones, at times. 

Despite these unanticipated conditions, however, a policy or plan should 
be laid down for future guidance and adhered t@ as closely as future cir- 
cumstances permit, on. the farm, in the store and in the warehouse. A 
goal cannot be reached unless a definite pathway towards it is laid down 
and pursued. It may be necessary at times to. make detours, but these 
detours should eventually lead back to the main highway. In other words

A despatch from nen Quibepen tes us 
that Roumania has signed a most ex- 
tensive trade treaty with Germany. 

Roumania has agreed to make a- 
vailable to Germany 90 per cent of 
her surplus of wheat (which ‘surplus 
last year amounted to 32 million bu- 
shels) othe agricultural products and 
oil. 

fn exchange for this, Germany 
agrees to furnish to Roumania agri- 
cultural and niining machinery, and 
other goods that the Roumanian peo- 
ple now need. The exchanges will be 
on a free trade basis. 

It will be seen that almost complete 
free trade now exists between Ger- 
many, the former Austria, what was 
Czecho-Slovakia, and now Roumania. 

This will certainly result in raising 
the standard of living of all the peo- 
ple in this large European area. 

As these benefits are realized these 
freer trade practices will no doubt 
spread, perhaps over the whole of 
Europe. 

Where then, one might ask, will 
stand those countries, such as Cana-
